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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's proposed amendments to the claims after Final rejection raise new issues and add limitations that 
will require further consideration and/or search. Applicant proposes now amending the claims to recite "consisting of language, which 
dramatically changes the scope of the claims, thus requiring further consideration and/or search. Additonally, Applicant proposes now 
limiting the claims to exposing tumors to radiation AFTER the administration of CldC and tetrahydrouridine, whereas the previously 
examined claims did not place any limitation on when the radiation was administered. Such a limitation would also require further 
consideration and/or search. Lastly, Applicant proposes adding a limitation with regard to a specific dose range of radiation which would 
also require futher consideration and/or search.
